This workshop is tailored for trucking fleet professionals and owner/operators who are interested in idle-
reduction technologies and funding opportunities. Key topics of the workshop include:

Idling reduction technologies can significantly decrease fuel consumption by providing an alternate source
of power to heat, cool or provide electricity to the cab instead of running the truck’s main drive engine. In
Wisconsin, more than 13,000 long-haul heavy-duty trucks idle overnight for required rest stops at least
some fraction of the time, using almost 14 million gallons of fuel per year. Reducing fuel consumption will
minimize the financial impact of costly diesel fuel to businesses as well as reduce the effects of diesel fuel
pollution.
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
